The three-day Axis attack on an 
important British Mediterranean 
convoy cost the Axis 12. planes— 
with four more probably destroyed, 
The enemy attacked with planes, 
submarines and “E” boats,

RA.F. Dames Heavy Bombs 
In Heart Of Nazi Capital 


BERLIN, July 26.—(UP)—Bad 
weather and difficult road condi- 


tions are hampering the campaign 
against Russia, a commuPique 
from Adolf Hitler's headquarters 
admitted today, but it clatmed 
that German troops were pursuing 
the “beaten enemy” and that the 
resistance of Russian rear guards 
in the Ukraine had been broken. 

Mopping up operations in Bess- 
arabia soon will be completed, the 
announcement from the Fuehrer’s 
headquarters asserted. Military 
quarters earlier had indicated that 
German and Rumanian forces in 
the southern sector were forging 
ahead faster than the Germans and 
their allies on other fronts. 

The high command, again admit- 
ting severe counter-attacks by the 
Russians, said strong Soviet reserves 
had attacked west and southwest of 
Vyazma, 85 miles northeast of 
Smolensk. The attack collapsed

PERU, ECUADOR

that Peru and Ecuador have 
agreed to an armistice ending 
their border hostilities. 

He said both nations have in- 
dicated their willngness to end 
the conflict at a time to be chosen 
by the three nations seeking to 
mediate the dispute—the United 
States, Brazil and Argentina.

Ottawa Takes 
Steps Freeze

OTTAWA, July 26—(CP)—In a 
move obviously intended as re- 
taliation for Japanese moves to- 
ward) French Indo-China, the 
Dominion government has taken 
action to prevent withdrawal of 
Japanese assets from Canada, 

One spokesman said it was his 
understanding such assets actually 
have been frozen for at least a week, 
but the formal announcement was 
timed to coincide with a similar 
London statement and one by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at Hyde Park, N.Y 

At the request of Gen, Chiang 
Kai-Shek, freezing of Chinese as- | 
sets also was put into effect but 
only to prevent any possibility of 
their falling into Japanese hands 
through the Japanese occupation of 
large areas of China, | 

Spokesmen made it plain that 
the freezing order would have all- 

inclusive effect on Canada-Japan 
trade and financial transactions of 
all kinds. It was taken for granted 
any Japanese ships which happened 
to be in Canadian waters would not 
be permitted to leave, 

The official announcement from 
the department of external affairs | 
gave no details of the order. 

The order sald it is understood

The retaliatory decrees were an- 
nounced. after . Finance-..Minister 
Masatsune Ogura had reyealed that} 
Japan was fully prepared for a 
prompt reply to the Anglo-Ameri- | 
can freezing orders, 

Ogura claimed that Japan's 
balances In the United States had 
been reduced so drastically in re- 
cent months due to the drying-up 
of Japanese-American trade that 
only a “very small” amount of 
Japanese funds were affected by 
President Roosevelt's order. 

However, the great Yokohama 
silk exchange closed today and 
Japan was notified by Britain that} 
not only had al! Japanese assets 
been frozen but all Anglo-Japanese 
trade treaties abrogated.

E escape of a German 
warship from Brest to a 
French port less menaced by 
British bombers, is a serious 
development fully warranting 
costly Royal Air Force gper- 
ations to deal with it. 

London reports say that the es- 
caped ship, described as the 
26,000-ton battle cruiser Scharn- 
horst, has again been struck by 
bombs in sustained daylight air 
raids. She now lies at La Pallice, 
240 miles southward down the 
Bay of Biscay—and therefore is 
much farther fri British air 
bases than she was at Brest. 

The disconcerting fact from the 
British viewpoint is that despite 
incessant British bombing at Brest 
since last March, the ship was re- 
paired and put to sea, presumably 
at night and under her own power, 
for the dash to La Pallice.

Cause the bonus is not paid on the 
basis of a cut in wheet acreage this 
year over last and confined nar- 
rowly to wheat. Mr. Gardiner's 
figure might better be taken as a 
cut in the acreage which in the ab- 
sence of a bonus would have been 
seeded to wheat this year.

It is extremely interesting these days to read dispatches 
from Moscow announcing new shambles in Berlin and dis- 
patches from Berlin announcing panic, confusion and sudden 
death in Moscow. You believe one just as enthusiastically 
as you btlieve the other. And why not since 
the Russian commentator and the German 
after some 22 month of striving have brought 
military communiques to the point beyond 
which there can be no further development 
and have set new standards for striving cen- 
sors in all parts of the world? Which is not 
> to disparage the French, British, Dutch, 
® i Greek, African and Egyptian censors who 
BOB CASEY were pretty good long before the present 
champions hit their stride. 

“Anastasie!” Do you remember “Anastasie’? Origin- 
ally she may have been a saint who had her tongue cut out 
because she wouldn’t talk to a Roman emperor but in 
September, 1939, and for some months thereafter she was 
the patroness and prototype of the French censorship and 
her shrine was the Hotel Continental in Paris, a labyrinthine 
temple of wandering wits. #7 

“Anastasie,” as it turned out, 


and all occasions. It conformed 
to all the rules of censorship, and 


was no worse than the res¢ of 
her kind. But she was the first 
one we had met, And she seemed 
pretty terrible, “ 
It is generally admitted by most 
folks who have anything to do with 
a war that some sort of censorship 
is necessary to prevent traffic in 
vital information. Basically, it is not 
admitted to speak of troop move- 
ments, ship movements, artillery 
dispositions or inventions of mili- 
tary usefulness. Other rules and 
taboos are developed from day to 


day to meet a particular need or 
to keep the rules committee busy. 
The most heartbreaking thing about 
this business is that the rules are 
seldom fixed and their application 
to the realities of war is extremely 
flexible. The dumb “Anastasie” 
never knew what she wanted from 
the first hours of the war until the 
day when the 1945 class of literary 
watchmen had been called up to 
put Petain’s formaldehyde on the 
record of the bombing of Bordeaux. 


GARBLES WAR STATISTICS 

“Anastasie’s finest effort was per- 
haps the sorting out of the govern- 
ment statistics on the casualties of 
the first six months of the war. 
They added up to something ground 
a thousand, a figure presented to 
the public by Daladier himself and 
so recorded in the officia] minutes 
of the meeting of the Chamber of 
Deputies to which he had spoken. 
All the reporters went out and sent 
this total without embellishment to 
their papers in the United States and 
England. It was not until queries 
began to come back from across the 
Atlantic some hours later that they 
discovered what the censors could 
do with a few figures. 

Investigation showed that the 
press relations attaches at the 
Continental had altered every 
piece of copy written on the sub- 
ject of the casualty lists without 
bothering to inform any. of the 
authors, S@ one news agency car- 
ried the report that 950 French- 
men had been killed or wounded 
since Sept. 3, 1939. Another put 
the total at 775—another at 896— 
and so on, 

Nobody ever found out why. The 
ehief censor explained that it was 
not advisable to be too definite 
about figures, and when this turned 
out to be a national policy—as ex- 
emplified in estimates of German 
air strengt) and tank reserves—no- 
body was surprised. 


NO RULE 

Sometimes you were allowed to 
mention the names of French sol- 
diers other than Gamelin—up to the 
point when you weren't allowed to 
mention him. either, But that wasn't 
often. There appeared to be no rule 
about it. You weren't allowed to 
Jead @ dispatch with any funny in- 
cidents that you might rum across 
in the fantasy of the frozen front. 
This was a serious war, they told 
you, You mustn't do or say any- 
thing that would offend the dignity 
of France. 

On the other hand, you mustn't 
be too deadly serious—somebody 
might take the grave note as indi- 
cating an absurdity such as a fear 
of the Germans, 


“HUSH-HUSH” POLICY 
ON NAMES 

Naturally, you weren't allowed to 
mention the names of any towns in 
the military zone, and all press 
messages from the front took on 
that hazy, unreal quality of the re- 
ports that ouija boards write: “Some- 
where in France a French patrol 
covered itself with glory and other 
rubber stamps recently in » village 
not far from the Maginot Line. It 
is said that a captain, a lieutenant, 
an aspirant and two privates will 
receive decorations, They fought 
brilliantly against a superior force 
and drove off the enemy in hand- 


if you had to send it nine or 10 
times it was still all you were al- 
lowed te say about anything so 
out of place in the sitskrieg as a 
bit of battle. 4nd you never had 
to change names or addresses to 
Use it over and over again, 

The political censorship didn’t 
seem to be as gayly illogical as its 
military counterpart. But you had 
to be careful there, too. The Canard 
Enchaine and other periodicals that 
had built up huge circulations with 
|gay lampoons of the so-called gov- 
erning classes became administra- 
tion pamphlets or‘went out of busi- 
ness. When somebody announced 
that France had made 38 airplanes 
in a single month all the local press 
observed that it was quite a lot of 
airplanes. 


CENSORS "SEE” NOTHING 
If the foreign press made any 
comment nobody ever knew. 


Contrary to the generul belief the 
censors were not dour, dyspeptic 
persons whose vision embraced no- 
thing but death and disaster. 

In point of fact they worked in 
groups of three, seeing. hearing, 
speaking no evil..The world was a 
bright and beautiful .thing to them 
right. up to the moment of its final 
explosion. So one was not allowed 
to think about sabotage in factories, 
the stupid mobilization of skilled 
labor, the mounting taxes, the suf- 
fering in the families of the mo- 
bileses. Everything was grand and 
continued to get grander. 

Even civilian affairs came to the 
careful attention of Anastasie. Not 
until this moment, perhaps, has 
there been any mention in print of 
the wrecking of the children’s train 
near Orleans in the first weeks of 
the war. It was headed for the Midi 
with a lot of children who had been 
evacuated from Paris. In some way 
or other it went off the rails and 
rolled down an embankment. 


Everybody in Paris knew that 
much of the story. The casualty 
Usts varied and we never did get 
the straight of them. The only hint 
we got of the total number of dead 
was from the censor's quick and 
determined action to suppress the 
story entirely. The rumor got 
around that. there had been more 
than a hundred victims and that 
sounded reasonable. 


Why we weren't allowed to in- 
vestigate the reports or say any- 
thing about them was never quite 
clear. I got the idea that the offic- 
ial reticence was due to recent home 
talent radio comment on the dire 
confusion that prevailed on German 
railroads. One censor stated that to 
mention the slaughter of the chil- 
dren would cause great rejoicing in 
the ranks of the enemy. He did not 
enlarge on that theme, 

There were one or two similar 
incidents, having to do with the 
strange patients sent down from 
the front to occupy one of the Paris 
hospitals and go out again just as 
mysteriously as they had come. But 
aside from these affairs—which by 
large were really none of Anastas- 
je's business—the restrictions were 
not so irksome. If Anastasie turned 
down g story today you merely re- 
copied it and submitted it again 
the next day. It generally went by 
unchanged, 


BRITISH FOLLOW SAME POLICY 

On the rebound from France the 
British censorship gave incontro- 
vertible evidence that old Anastas- 
ies never die. They merely move 
their base of operations. On the 
whole, however, the transplanted 
Anastasie was funnier than any- 
thing that had come out of the 
Hotel Continental in the days before 
May 10 ;

the last column of a long day's 
work.

So a startled America had the 
chance next day to learn how the 
Nazi raiders had been driven back 
from the Amazon and London was 
saved, , 

When bombs began to burst like 
popcorn on the aged premises of 
the Savoy Hotel the fine scent of 
the fact eliminators got a bit finer. 
By that time all of us had learned 
the futility of writing names into 
our copy, so nobody mentioned the 
Savoy. But the diligence of the cen- 
sorship did not let it go at that. 

One of my rebounding accounts 
of the disturbance finished with 
the observation that the bombs 
had “smashed the finest collection 
of jass-age mirrors in the empire.” 


They killed that—and the story 
with it—because, they said, “it iden- 
tifies the Savoy Hotel.” Maybe the 
Savoy can sue them for that, I don't 
know. 

When the American destroyers 
arrived in England (after all these 
months it's probably no news to 
anybody that the place was Plym- 
outh) all the correspondents were 
meticulously careful in describing 
the harbor. We left out certain 
salient characteristics, rearranged 
others of minor importance delib- 
erately so that no German naval 
officer waiting in New York to read 
our dispatches could identify the 
port. 

IT WASN'T DOVER AFTER ALL 


After I had got back to London 
and filed the copy with the cable 
company one of our favorite Anas- 
tasies called up. 

“The lead of this story will have 
to be changed,” he said. “Anybody 
reading it would recognize Dover at 
once.” 

Somebody told him the first of a 
series of facts of life, to wit, that 
it wasn’t Dover. He was undis- 
couraged, 

“It's Southampton, then,” he said. 
. + « Eventually somebody over at 
the Ministry of Information let the 
thing go by. 

Once again J got it when I men- 
tioned that 3 Roman centurion 
named Caius Flaccus occupied a 
gtave near an airport on which 
American fliers were in training. 
I was informed that the Germans 
were fine archacologists and that 
they would undoubtedly have on 
file a chart of the grave of Caius. 
Flaccus and that with such infor- 
mation they would be able easily 
to locate the flying field. 

I didn't have the heart to men- 
tion that Caivs Flaccus and his 
grave had been put into the picture 
just as camouflage nets used to he 
hung over artillery, to fox the ob- 
servers. I had moved the grave 50 
miles, promoted its occupant from 
the ranks of the legion to a ceén- 
turionship and finally lifted him out 
of complete anonymity with a fancy 
label of my own contriving. Who- 
ever he was, he'll never come that 
close to publicity again. 


“ROCKETS RED GLARE” | 

Then, one evening in the dead of 
winter, the blitz picked up consid- 
erably after a week's lull, and in 

mentioning it T remarked something 
about “the rocket’s red glare. the 
bombs bursting in air.” 

The censor called me personally 
about that one. 

“I am sorry to call it to your at- 
tention,” he said.“But there weren't 
any rockets and there weren't any 
bombs bursting in air. The bombs 
were all contact bombs. If they 
were time-fuse bombs set to ex- 
plode in the air there would be a 
stop against them as unusual mili- 
tary procedure not yet passed upon 
by the war ministry.” \ 

“But it wouldn't be information 
to the enemy,” I protested, “be- 
cause nobody knows the words 
but the Argentines and the Por- 
tuguese and the Greeks.” ... He 
didn't seem to understand that. 
But no matter. 

The British censors got a little 
more tolerant and a little more tol- 
erable as time wenf on. When the 
mysterious lads in the Ministry of 
Information decided that the bomb- 
ing of London couldn't be treated 
any longer as a minor incident they 
permitted some discussion of it. 
They took the lid completely off 
the shambles of Coventry and they 
issued lists of buildings, landmarks 
and localities that might be men- 
tioned when a suitable time had 
elapsed after their destruction, 


CENSORS REFORM SLOWLY 

The reform was not immediate. 
We became accustomed to headlines 
in the London newspapers such as 
this, “Bristo] bombed—says Berlin.” 
And more than one American col- 
umnist paraphrased the lead of 
Tanya Long: “This town is’ being 
battered to bits in one of the worst 
raids of thg war. | am not allowed 
to mention what town it is but the 
Germans say it’s Southampton .. .” 

But in the end everything came 
out all right. Censors flourished of 
course as usual and stupidity 
showed no more signs of diminu- 
tion im England than elsewhere 
in the world, But suddenly you 
found yourself with means of 
dealing with the earnest yeung 
men who wished te meve the 
grave of Caius Flaccus or take 
the jass-age mirrors out ef the 
Gavoy Hotel. There were courts 
of last resort you could get te at 
all hours of the day and night. 
There were beards ef review 
where smart men had the jeb of 
vetoing the rulings of the un- 
amart.., There came Ge be a 
few people in the ministry whe 
knew something about the news- 
paper business and even a Iittle 
shout the censorship business.

but simply a medium of exchange 
to facilitate the distribution of goods 
and services. It need have no value 


apart from this, 


Most people can surely realize, 
therefore, what unfortunate results 
might be experienced if the mone- 
system was allowed to run 
without control and without defin- 


tary 


ite direction. 


Furthermore, it should be neted 
that in our complex modern econ- 
omy money is the accepted title 
to goods. Hence without money 
the exchange and distribution of 
goods becomes stalemated or 
seriously ‘handicapped. Barter 
would be cumbersome and hope- 
lessly inadequate under modern 
conditions. So, you see, without 
money or credit, consumption 
would be seriously restricted. In- 
deed, if we are not allowed to 
have money or credit we cannot 
travel, and we are denied legiti- 
mate recreation and enjoyment. 
What could we have without 
money? 


It is, therefore, clearly apparent 
that the control of money affects 


every aspect of human life. As a 
matter of fact the entire economic 
life of the nation could be ultimate- 
ly sabotaged or made impossible 
by a foolish, wicked or unscientific 
control of the monetary system. 
This is the situation which con- 
fronts us at the present time. 

Progressive modern economists 
fully recognize that the control -of 
money and credit constitutes the 
key to economic security and free- 
dom. 


WHO SHOULD CONTROL? 

It is but natural therefore, that 
we should ask: “Who has control 
of this money power today and

again except that this time the dis- 
tance between the censor and the 
reviewing boards of the ministry of 
information was something more 
than a nickel phone call. Out on 


the edge of the desert the arbiters, 


of the Middle East were all by 
themselves, subject only to their 
own judgments and so pontifical in 
their pronouncements, They still 
are. And if you don’t believe it 
read any of the literature that finds 
its way out of the Middle East. 

There are four censorships operat- 
ing in Cairo: Army, Navy, Air 
Force, and Political. If you care to 
count the Egyptian civil censor, that 
makes five. Each has to take his 
time to look at copy that is submii- 
ted to him, If (in your ignorance) 
you write a piece about a political 
situation involving the army, navy 
and air force all four must put their 
rubber stamp on it. 


STORIES LOST IN RED TAPE 

You can check up on the purely 
military part of the. business by 
barging into the offices of the cen- 


sors themselves. But after that you 
know nothing about the progress of 


your communication and probably 


you'll never legrn. The gnomes in 
the depths of the politica] censor- 
ship department might be straignt 
out of the Hotel Continental, an- 


onymous, peevish, infallible. 


These are the boys who killed 
an interview with Gen. Wavell, 
not on the grounds that the gen- 
eral was misquoted but because 
the consors thought he had been 
too frank. They cut the name of 
an Italian general from one story 
y because it might 
convey information to the Italians 
who might not have known whe 
the general was. They eliminated 
the cablese werd “wells” (mean- 
ing “aa well as") because of the 
rule stating “no water holes are 
te be mentioned.” 

And despite the example of their 
London brethren the sundry hush- 
hush departments of the Middle 
East remained unchanging in their 
habits. For they had examples of 
their own—such as the pyramids. 
They were just the same two 
months ago as they had been in the 
winter, And with the help of an 
increasing army and new equip: 
ment in Palestine they may live to 
be the same next year. While they 
are resting they, too, can look on the 
communiques from Moscow and 
Berlin and set their ambitions to- 
ward an ideal that, come to think 
about is they have almost attained. 


what have been the results of that 
control?” 

People generally know that this 
vital control of money is at present 
in the hands of a highly centralized 
banking monopoly, 

Such is the power this control 
gives the money monopolists that no 
one can enter industry nor engage 
in production without coming under 
their domination. 


e 

It is now common knowledge that 
most of the economic havoc of the 
past and if the present has been 
caused by the deliberate manipul- 
ation of money to serve the selfish 
interests of its controllers. Indus- 
tries have been wrecked, time and 
again, by rigid foreclosures and 
heartless credit restriction. Money 
has been intentionally kept in short 
supply by the money changers and 
controllers of finance in order to 
increase its scarcity value, and thus 
yield them greater profits and in- 
creased power. 

Business men know by bitter 
experience that shortage of money 
Causes curtailment of preduction 
and trade on account of the re- 
sulting lack of purchasing power. 
This slow up in turn tends to un- 
employment, with its terrible har- 
vest of poverty, undernourish- 
ment, disease, crime, suffering and 
a host of attendant evils. 

The appalling havoc which has 
been produced by the present pri- 
vate monopoly'’s control of the 
money system should convince 
every person that there must be a 
change. 

The private money monopoly, 
therefore, having caused this de- 
vastation, it logically follows that 
there is but one other course open 
to us, namely the introduction of 
government control of the money 
system. 


SOVEREIGN RIGHT 


No one can deny that the control | 


of the monetary system is funda- 
mentally a sovereign right. This 
was realized by the founder of the 
modern money power, Meyer Am- 
schel Rothschild, who is credited 
with saying: “Permit me to issue 
and control a nation’s money and 
I care not who makes its laws.” 

A great statesman and monetary 
reformer, Abraham Lincoln, also 
stressed the sovereign right of the 
government to control money in 
these words: “.,. The privilege 
of creating and issuing money !s 
not only the supreme prerogative 
of government, but it is the govern- 
ment’'s greatest creative Opportun- 
ity.” 

These are but a few examples of 
the mass of evidence that could be 
produced to establish this point, if 
apace permitted. 

At the same time it must be freely 
admitted by all that the money 
system is not under the control of 
the government today. Only the 
other day the Minister of Finance 
told the House of Commons in 
Ottawa: “...-I have no right, 
nor has the government any right, 
to dictate to the Bank of Canada as 
to what its policies shall be.” 


EVIDENCE QUOTED 

Whatever were the circumstances 
in which that statement was made, 
it shows clearly that parliament is 
not supreme in the controi of even 
the Bank of Canada, let alone the 
chartered banks. If further evidence 
of this were needed, it can be found 
in the replies given to the following 
questions asked in the House of 
Commons; 

“Q.—Are the minutes of the meet- 
ings of the directorate (of the Bank 
of Canada) available to the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons? 
A.—No, 

“G.—Is any, or all correspondence 
exchanged between the Bank of 
Canada and the Bank of England 
available to the members of the 
House of Commons? A.—No.” 

I am convinced that the total 
failure of the federal government 
to contro! the nation’s monetary pol- 
{cies should be plain to anyone who 
follows the evidence, such as the 
above, that is accumulating from 
day to day. 


PEOPLE MUST DECIDE 

The time has come when the 
people of Canada must decide whe- 
ther they will continue to suffer 
under the present inadequate and 
outworg money system, goptsolied 
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by a private monopoly, or whether 
they will liberate themselves from 
financial bondage’ by demanding a 
reform of the money system under 
government control, 

It should, therefore, be profit- 
able to discuss this important 
question at greater length in order 
to get a better comprehension of 
just what. would be invoived, and 
how an orderly and scientific re- 
form of the money system could 
be carried out. 

However, first let us clear away 
some of the debris and rubbish that 
has been scattered along the high- 
ways and by-ways by means of 
propaganda intended to mislead 
people on this vital issue. 

The false idea has been spread 
abroad that no public body can ad- 
mivister the money system effi- 
cient because, it is claimed, poli- 
tics would creep in and undermine 
the whole structure, 

This strange contention ts utterly 
without basis in fact and is, there- 
fore, obviously mischievous. 

In the first place, advocates of 
democratic monetary reform make 
no suggestion that the federal gov- 
ernment should administer the 
money system. Democratic mone- 
tary reformers have no criticism of 
the efficiency of the present ad- 
ministrative machinery of the 
banks, They do not suggest that 
there be a change of administration, 
They distinctly emphasize that the 
contro] of policy by the government, 
acting for the people, is all that is 
needed. 

As the late Vincent C. Vickers, an 
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‘Hush-Hush’ Policy on War News 


ex-director of the Bank of England, 
once stated: 
“As things stand today, money 


and the Issue of credit, is not con- | 
trolled by the state, but by interes- | 
ed parties creating no wealth, work- 


ing to make money out of money 
most of which is not theirs at all | 
What we want is not ‘nationalize 
tion of banks’ (this would be quite 
usele&s and probably fatal but state 
control and state-issue of credit’, so 
that the money supply may be regu- 
lated solely for the benefit of the 
country as a whole by dis.nterested 
authority, and not with the primary 
consideratton given to the money 
business of financiers and bankers.’ 
In the second place, government 
control of policy would be open 
to public scrutiny all the time, and 
any Intrusion of political intrigue 
would be disastrous to the party 
which committeed or permitted 
it. The responsibility would then 
fall back upon the people where 
it truly belongs in a democracy. 


In the third place, many other 
matters of great importance, affect- 
ing the very lives of the people, 
have been entrusted to the govern- 
ment, without serious political dis- 
astrous results, For example, we 
have committed to our governments 
the rights of citizenship, the respon- 
sibility of public welfare—health, 
education, pensions and so forth 
and the prosecution of a war that 
threatens civilization jtself. This has 
always been the proper procedure 
in a democracy. 

CONTROL POSSIBLE 


It would seem, therefore, that if 
we accept the argument that the 
government is not fit to control 


monetary policy, to be consistent | 
We should abandon all government | 
control of policy. In other words, | 
we should abandon government, | 
for control of policy is its major 
function. This, of course, leads to 
an absurd conclusion and conse-| 
quently denies the premise from 


which it began. Hence the govern. | 
ment should be entrusted with con-| 


trol of the monetary system Any | 
government which is unwilling or| 
unable to control monetary policy 
is certainly incapable of directing | 
any policy. In fact, it is practically 
| impossible to direct or administes 
any function of government without 
its effectual control of the monetary 
system. 

Finally, it is pointed out that if a 
government, whose actions are cOn- 


stantly open to the public, is likely} 


monetary policy, how much greater 
is the danger when a private mono-~ 
poly has the control and operates 
in secret. Do you know of any prie 
vate monopoly which is not @ racke 
et’ 

Now since no reasonable objec- 
tion can be offered to the gov- 
ernment contrel of the monetary 
system, and since It is essential to 
kond government and the welfare 
of the people, I claim that we 
should be ready to give our most 
careful and considered attention 
to the splendid results that are 
bound to accrue through @ sane, 
orderly and scientific reform of 
our monetary system. 


We are not asking for any partic- 


ular recognition in this matter, All 
we want is to see it done for the 
general welfare of the nation, and 
we are willing to co-operate whole- 
heartedly with all who honestly de- 
sire to see this change in our mone- 
tary system accomplished,

“I cannot 
see any justice in asking or young 
men to fight for us and then paying 
them less than those who stay be- 
hind, run no risks and enjoy life.”

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Gestapo Is Reported Operating Widely in Ge 


Nazis Trying to Preserve 
Attitude Hess Is Not 
Traitor But Unbalanced 


By GEORGE WELLER 
SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE, July 
26.—(CDN)—Dr. Rudolf Hess’ flight 
to England is now beginning to be 
followed by an undercurrent of 
arrests among those with whom 
Hitler's former deputy leader of

the Nazi party was associated, Al- 
though the cleanup has not ap- 
proached anything resembling the 
1934 purge and probably will not, 
the Gestapo has been operating in- 
dustriously among widely differ- 
entiated groups with which Hess’ 
deep mystical nature brought him 
into contact. 

As Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo 
chief, ig running the drive, every 
care is being taken to preserve 
the Nasi ofifcial attitude that Hess 
is not a traitor but is unbalanced. 
Since the arrest of all persons who 
knew Hess would quickly widen 
the trouble into schismatic pro- 
Portions, possibly eventually 
winding up as seriously as the 
Stalin-Trotsky difficulties, the 
Gestapo in this case has started 
arrests from the extreme outer 
circumference of Hess’ acquaint- 
ances. It is working slowly and 
quietly from the periphery toward 
the center, making as little dis- 
turbance as possible and avoiding 
all tendency to allow the arrests 
to become identified with Hess’ 
fow resolutely buried name. 

The state police have now begun 
arresting members of a religious 
group known in Germany as the 
Threefold Christian Fellowship 
which Hess befriended and protect- 


ed from the Gestapo during its in-’ 


tensive’ anti-clerical period. The 
group's teachings resémble those fo 
American Anthroposophical Socie- 
ties. Farmers who have been op- 
erating homesteads upon agricul- 
tural lines recommended by the 
sect. but antagonistic to the Reich- 
swirtschaft, also are being rounded 
up. Fellowship members rigidly 
eschewed politics but were devoted 
to spreading the teachings of Rudolf 
Steiner, mystical philosopher and 
agricultural experimenter, who died 
about 15 years ago. 


PRINCE ENTERNED 


One of the chief Steiner leaders, 
Prince Von Sachsen-Altenburg, has 
been sent to a concentration camp. 
Sachsen-Altenburg was the founder 
of a school for defective children 
at Paderborn, near Hamborn in 
Westphalia,.where Steiner's methods 
of therapy were applied success- 
fully. All the ministers in the Fel- 
lowship, which had its German seat 
in Stuttgart, have been arrested. Of 
the eight who are definitely known 
to be in concentration camps, five 
are from Stuttgart. In each com- 
munity where a farmer is known 
to be openly practicing Steiner prin- 
ciples. his land has been blocked up. 

While himself apparently not a 
member of the Christian Fellowship, 
which has international headquar- 
ters at Dornach near Basel, Switzer- 
land, Hess believed its teachings of 
modern mysticism were politically 
harmless to the Nazi state. Although 
Hess was unable to prevent the 
Nazis from closing the Stuttgart 
headquarters several years ago, he 
succeeded in fending off the lead- 
ers’ arrests, Hess insisted that their 
religious divergencies could be tol- 
erated because their aim was to pre- 
serve German soil from being ex- 
hausted by wasteful methods of 
Jarge-scale farming such as created 
the American “dust bowl.” 


BIODYNAMIC FARMING 

The soil culture method establish- 
ed by Steiner, but whose principles 
have been widely adopted by per- 
sons of other faiths, is known as 
biodynamic’ farming. Biodynamic 
farms are numerous in Finland, 
Denmark, Sweden, France and Ger- 
many; some are found in England 


* and Italy, and a few are being op- 


erated in the United States. Biodyn- 
amicists believe that farms should 
be smal) and restricted to the fam- 
ily pattern of consumable crops 
rather than single, heavy cash crops 
creating unmanageable surpluses. 

Biodynamicists consider chemi- 
cal fertilisers dangerous, alleging 
that they will kill valuable living 
micro-organisms within the soil, 
rendering it temporarily super- 
productive but eventually barren. 
Their nothern European farms all 
have cattle in proportion to the 
number of acres and depend com- 
pletely on animal fertilizer which 
is assiduously prepared. Blodyn- 
amicists also preach the necessity 
and oppose tenancy and corpor- 
ate farming, which they consider 
irresponsible so far as soll pro- 
tection is concerned, 

Giant German chemical corpora: 
tions closely identified with the 
Nazi party long have resented the 
biodynamicists’ criticism of their 
chemical fertilizers and have been 
waiting for an opening to squelch 
the movement, which is discourag- 
ing the sale of their products. The 
Reich agricultura] ministry, initially 
friendly toward  biodynamicists 
changed its mind when it became 
apparent that they were enemies by 
principle of gigantic exploitation 
schemes like the Nazi farm and fac- 
tory plan for the Balkans, Under 
this scheme, Slav, Bulgarian, Rum- 
anian and Greek farmers, instead 
of elevating their standards of liv- 
ing through mixed crops primarily 
for their own use—as the Americai 
Near Fast Foundation had been 
teaching them--would concenirate 


upon single huge crops for German 
urban populations, accepting whal- 
ever value the Nazis chose to place 
upon their otherwise unusable pro 
duce

More Highway Fatalities 


e Bureau of Statistics has added 
up the figures and found that more per- 
sons were killed last year in highway 
accidents in Canada than in any pre- 
ceding year. The total last year was 
1,709, compared with 1,583 in 1939. The 
death rate last year was 15 persons in 
each 100,000, against 14 in 1939 and 13 
in 1938. 

Albertans may get some consolation 
from knowing the rate per 100,000 was 
lower here than in any other province 
save Saskatchewan, being 9 against 6.2. 
In Ontario the rate was 19.8. But com- 
parisons do not affect the fact that 
even in this province 72 persons were 
killed on the highways last year. How 
many of the accidents were unavoid- 
able? 

As cars were more numerous than 
ever before, perhaps there is gruesome 
logic in the fact that more people were 
killed on the highways last year. There 
should of course be gratitude that the 
killings were not even more numerous. 
But cars have not increased in numbers 
in keeping with the growing casualty 
lists. There is at most nothing in the 
figures to show that Canadians are tak. 
ing better care of their lives on the 
highways than in former years; and a 
pretty strong suggestion that they are 
not. 


Labor Adjustment 


An order-in-council has been passed 
at Ottawa which empowers the depart- 
ment of labor to set up a system of em- 
ployment priorities in skilled trades. 
Stated in that way the order may not 
seem very impressive or the proposed 
system very important. Put in simpler 
terms, the proposition looks different. 

Last August every adult in Canada 
filled out a registration card, on which 
he—or she—stated what he was doing, 
what he was fitted to do, and what he 
preferred to do other than his present 
work, The order-in-council is the pre- 
liminary step toward bringing this in- 
formation into use in a better distribu- 
tion of labor by which men—and women 
—would be fitted into jobs for which 
they are qualified in industries connect- 
ed with war work. 

The broad idea is that war industries 
must have precedence. These must go 
at full blast, whatever slackening down 
results from the drafting of skilled 
labor from less important occupations. 
Hitherto there has been little need to 
sort over the registration cards and 
shift the labor forces around. But with 
war plants coming into production 
across the Dominion, and the need of 
mnnitions expanding as the fighting 
forces are enlarged, more war workers 
must be found even if this involves 
shifting some from non-essential indus- 
tries. 

It is not suggested in despatches 
that this is to be done at one “swoop”. 
Rather that the readjustment process 
will be carried out in detail as and 
where circumstances require, 80 as to 
disturb conditions as little as practic- 
able, 


“Total War’ Goes Home 


Speaking to the employees of a

“Germany has achieved many suc- 
cesses, yet our advices show that the 
people are not assured or satisfied. 
Why? They know, and Hitler knows, 
that unless they can destroy Britain's 
defences quickly they are bound to face 
ever-increasing aerial assault. 

“The German people were promised 
two things: that their cities would not 
be bombed, and that it would be a short 
war. Both promises have proved wrong. 
Therefore when Germany computes the 
date when air supremacy is lost for- 
ever—well, you can look for great 
things inside Germany.” 

There is a hint here of British 
strategy. The ambassador spoke of 
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war plan; to hold Britain secure, and 
with Britain as a base to blast Naziism 
out of Germany. 


Stalemate 


At the end of the fifth week the 
blitzkrieg that was to crumple up the 
Red army in a month and force Russia 
to surrender has developed into a wild 
melee, in which neither side can claim 
other than local successes. As what the 
late Kaiser called a “free flowing offen- 
sive” the blitzkrieg petered out after the 
first week, and there has been ding-dong 
fighting ever since all along the line. 

In the vital central sector the in- 
vaders are where they were a week ago. 
In the north they have gained some 

und but are still a hundred miles 
rom Leningrad. In the south fighting 
is going on eighty miles west of Kiev. 
The territorial gains of the attackers 
would be of little account to them if 
peace were declared now on the basis 
of their present position. 

As to the major objective, the de- 
struction of the Russian army, that is 
not in prospect. The “encircling” stra- 
tegy by which, Berlin explained, the 
Russian forces were to be split into 
sections and destroyed piecemeal, has 
turned out to be a game that two can 
play at. To the statement from Berlin 
some days ago that the last of the 
Russian reserves had been thrown into 
the fray, Moscow replies that all the 
Russian troops so far engaged were in 
the army when the fighting started, 
and the reserves have not heen yet 
drawn upon. 

Whatever may happen in the future, 
the blitzkrieg at the end of five weeks 
has become a drawn-battle, and the 


Russians have the encouraging knowl-- 


edge that the enemy they face now is 
far less strong in tanks, trucks and air- 
planes than he was a month ago. The 
drive for a quick victory has lost its 
momentum. 


With Indo-China safely in the bag, 
a spokesman at Tokyo says the non- 
aggression pact with Russia “still 
stands” —and Hitler may whistle for the 
help he expected to get in return for 
putting the pressure on Vichy. 


The chancellor of Durham univer- 
sity told students that in after-war 
years British university students will 
probably have to take military train- 
ing. Britain has paid too heavy a price 
for unpreparedness to neglect its de- 
fences in future. 


Signor Mussolini has clapped on a 
10 to 50 per cent extra special super- 
tax on excess profits. It is explained 
as a measure against inflation. And de- 
signed, though not so explained, as a 
measure to relieve the complete defla- 
tion of the Duce treasury. 


Mr. Hanson says he doesn't think 
Canada is in danger of invasion from 
Japan, wherefore the road to Alaska is 
not needed. The trouble is that the 
Axis powers do not shape their plans 
to harmonize with the expectations of 
political leaders in countries they want 
to invade. France did not expect to be 
invaded from the Low Countries—and 
didn’t finish the Maginot line.

Europe Secretly Turbulent 


Undercurrent of Resistance Wor- 
ries and Puzzles Invaders of 
Small Countries

In a weird and exciting fashion — the

Whenever a man drops 
a hook into the water 
around here he runs the 
risk of catching a tuna. 
It is no mean risk either 
but ranks right along

There are all 
sorts of stories concerning what has hap- 
pened to those unfortunate enough to hook 
a tuna. ,

When Peter The Great transformed an insignificant Russian fron- 
tier vilage into the great fortress city of Leningrad two and a half cen- 
turies ago, he called it Russia's “window on the west.” 

As reconstructed, the “window” had the strongest of iron bars. 
It became known as virtually impregnable. So secure were the czars 


behind its walls that they made it captial of all Russia and gave it a 

glittering; brilliant court. Napoleon reckoned it too strong and invaded 

Russia from Poland. Even in 1914, Germany avoided it, attacked from 
- a different direction. 

The Leningrad of 1941, second city of Russia, is a far cry from 
the Leningrad of earlier years—so different, in fact, that most military 
men consider it more vulnerable to attack than any other large city 
in the world. Almost on the frontier, it stands out like a sore thumb 
inviting bomber attacks from the west. Natural defenses against a 
land army are little better than a series of swamps and lakes and 
marshes, many of which have been drained. High ground exists 
nowhere,

For some strange reason Leningrad is cursed with more galvanized 
fron roofing than any other city in Europe. Such material is duck 
soup for bombers. The big wharves along the crowded, winding water- 
front always are crowded with lumber-laden barges headed for the 
Baltic or along the Neva river canal and the Volga for Moscow. These 
are more duck soup for bombers. 

Any enemy force, especially with the aid of Finland, has a simple 
strategy cut out for it. It must concentrate on encirclement of the city 
from the southwest, then gradual envelopment until the great capital 
of the czars has bene cut off from its precious rail and water commun- 
{cations with the rest of Russia, An army successful in this operation 
has Leningrad at its mercy—for Leningrad cannot live long without 
food and ammunition produced elsewhere.

Russia's air-sea bases on both sides of the Gulf of Finland, newly 
acquired, give the city partial protection against a modern war machine 
but even they serve as much to draw attack as to prevent it, 

Josef Stalin also had hoped the newly-acquired buffer states of 
Latvia, Lithuania, and Estonia would offer additional defenses for the 
vulnerable metropolis—but the blitz pace of the German army was 
not a matter of common understanding at the time of their acquisition. 
Another link in the city’s defense, rendered useless in the case of a 
land attack, is the fortress of Kronstadt, built by Peter in 1704 on an 
island 20 miles west of the city. 

A force of close to a million mén is required to defend Leningrad— 
a city worth defending for many reasons besides its numerous con- 
centrated industries, railroad terminals, armament factories, and trade 
facilities. Its greatest value to the Soviet lies, however, in its position— 
it is a stumbling block on what otherwise might be an easy road to

leather, furs, and copper. 

An estimated 3,200,000 inhabitants give Leningrad rank as Russia's 
second city, although its population dropped to less than a million 
during the 1918-1920 period when revolutionary strife and political 
confusion led to a mass exodus. 

For two centuriés the city was known as St. Petersburg, named 
after its founder, In 1914, with Russia at odds with Germany, the name 
was changed to Petrograd because Peter The Great was descended 
from a German family. The Bolsheviks renamed it in honor of Lenin 
in 1924, It thus becomes significant that present German communiques 
refer to the city as St. Petersburg.

If she is not quick- 
ly put out of commission there, it 
| follows that a redisposition of Brit-

British molestation would be neces- 
sary. And any naval craft with- | 
| drawn from Atlantic convoy duty | 
to keep watch on the Scharnhorst | 
| would impair the convoy system | 
Once they reached Brest, the 
| three heavy Nazi ships became the 
responsibility of the British air 
force, not the British navy. They 
have been bombed so frequently 
night and day that news readers 
have long ago lost count. Major re- 
pairs and replacements were neces- 
sary and in the case of the Scharn- 
horst have been accomplished suf- 
ficiently for the ship to get to sea 
again despite the bombardment. 
| That testifies both to the intensity 
| of Nazi anti-aircraft protection. 
| which forced British bombers to

ative ineffectiveness against sma}! 
targets of that form of air attack. 

There can be small quesiion, how- 
ever, that British air force orders

THEME FOR WEEK 


This last remark heard twice in 
one day, is my theme for this week.

Many of our people do 
not actually know the danger we 
are in, even here.

own with any country and we can 
still do it!” (Cheers and prolonged 
applause.) They forget that the 
danger which hangs over their 
country now is something more 
sinister and terrible than anything 
the world ever knew. It is as subtle 
as the blight on an apple tree or the 
rust on wheat. 


NAZI DOCTRINE 

In a book called “Hitler Speaks” 
one of his former colleagues tells of 
conversations he has heard in the 
councils of the Nazis. Ugly words 
they surely are, but not to be ig- 
nored. We must see clearly what the 
issues are. We must not be ignorant 
of the Nazi doctrine, and how it 
works from within. 

With Russia fighting the hordes of 
the Nazis there is always the dan- 
ger that more and more ill-advised 
people will raise the cry that we 
must have no alliance—however re. 
mote, with the Russians, the god- 
less. Letters are already appearing 
in the papers warning Britain and 
Canada that dire punishment will 
follow if we send aid of any kind 
to Russia. 

But why discriminate against Rus- 
sia in the matter of godlessness?

HURT OUR CAUSE 

Our own people need it, They un- 
wittingly hurt our cause by repeat- 
ing idle and malicious gossip which 
may be of Nazi origin. During the 
Victory Loan campaign a woman 
told me the canvasser who called 
al her door to solicit her help told 
her, in the course of the conversa- 
tion, that there had been twenty- 
two new millionaires created in 
Canada since the war began; also 
that the people !n England are 
greatly let down .over Canada’s 
poor war effort. We can all help in 
clearing up such misleading state- 
ments, which definitely hurt our 
inorale. We must be rumor-stoppers. 
* Now is the time for campaign in 
the realm of ideas, Lies ure Hitler's 
weapons for evil. Why can’t we 
learn to make the truth fight for us? 

I had the privilege of speaking to 
« man this week who has recently 
come to Canada after spending a 
long term in a French concentration 
camp: He has had a hard and ter- 
rible time: I expressed surprise that 
the French would be guilty of such 
barbarism. He said significantly, 
“French Nazis are just the same as 
German Nazis. It is part of their 
philosophy. All Nazis are the same. 
enone iy has nothing to do with 
1" 

He spoke of the need of contin- 
uous propaganda from the democ- 
1acies to Germany and Italy and al! 
European countries, “Leaflets,” he 
said, “are not so effective as radio 
talks. People in the country may 
read a leaflet but in the villages and 
towns, people are conscious of too 
many watching eyes and the pun- 
ishments are swift and sure. But 
even the police cannot watch every- 
cne’s radio. And all the people of 
the conquered countries, and even 
some Germans and Italians are 
hungry for news, hungry for some 
word of hope, Depressed and hun- 
gry and frightened.” 

He told us that, Lindbergh's 
speeches make great headlines in 
the Vichy papers but even he did 
not know anything of American 
help to Britain until he got out of 
Fiance.

The need at the moment seems to 
be for a great campaign for clear 
thinking here in Canada as well as 
in Europe. Dorothy Thompson, who

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
I know one thoroughly happy 
baby. 

He can be put down any place and 
he continues to play and laugh. He 
has been perfectly satisfied with his 
rations since birth and at any time 
when he has become fretful some 
change has been made in his form- 
ula or his extra food, or a change 
has been made in the number of his 
meals and immediately, as if by 
magic, he has become happy and 
contented again. 

t should be taken for granted 
that children whose nourishment 
is adequate will be happy. Dis- 
content ts not a childish’ charac- 
teristic. When babies cry moat of 
every day, it's a shame to accuse 
them of being different. They 
Usually are just underfed. 

Mrs. S. E. J. says her 444-months- 
old baby isn't cheerful as were the 
rest of her 10 children. “When we 
fool with her she seems to want to 
play, then she begins to cry. She 
weighed 3 pounds at birth and now 
at 4% months weighs 10 pounds, 
She has 7 feedings a day of 9 
ounces of evaporated milk, 15 of 
water, 3 tablespoons of corn syrup, 
and 10 drops of Vitamin D and one 
teaspoon of milk of magnesia. 

She gets one teaspoon of Orange 
juice in the same amount of water 
and doesn’t get any extra water. 
She cries a lot and turns blue and 
holds her breath and gets weak. The 
doctor said she would outgtow this. 
Could she have some nervous dis- 
order? Tell me what to do.” 

There is nothing very wrong with 
what you are doing now; but, be- 
cause the baby is so much Older 
than her weight would indicate. 
there would be no harm in increas- 
ing the milk, water, and sugar con- 
tent of the present formula. Per- 
haps 10 to 11 ounces of milk, about 
19 ounces of water, and a tablespoon 
or so more of sugar. Put this into 5 
instead of 7 bottles, as less frequent 
feedings will be better for Baby's 
digestion. The amount of orange 
juice is small for an artificially-fed 
baby. Use at least two tablespoons 
or more with an equal amount of 
water, 

Since there is a real reason for 
breath-holding, I think it would be 
wise to have another doctor check 
on this and get another opinion as 
to the wisdom of letting her out- 
grow it.

The mark of the expert bridge 
player is his ability to depart from 
stereotyped formulas. Today's hand 
went the rounds of a large dupli- 
cate game, and was generally play- 
ed by South at four hearts. 


Opening—@ 2. 


All but one of the declarers were 
set one trick. At first sight it looked 
as though they must go down, The 
Opening lead forces out the ace of 
diamonds. Declarer takes two 
rounds of trumps, then leads a low 
club from dummy and wins with 
the jack. The king of diamonds 
igs cashed and the six-spot is ruffed 
by dummy. 

But the queen of diamonds does 
not drop. Declarer still has to lose 
one trick in each suit. It does not 
help to ruff two diamonds in dum- 
my, because then declarer has to 
lose two trump tricks instead of 


one. 

Only Albert H. Morehead, for- 
mer editor of The Bridge World, 
found the way to make contract. 
The kind of play required is dif- 
ficult for the routine player to de- 
tect. After killing the jack of dia- 
monds with the ace, Morehead led a 
low trump to the king. Dummy led 
a low club for the winning finesse 
at once. Then South led the six of 
diamonds,

Tt may bt a little late to warn you 
but there is such a things as too 
much sun where your hair is con- 
cerned. If you are premeditatedly 
blonde and don't bother to protect 
your hair it soon begins to look like 
straw, And if you are a brownette 
you're apt to turn into a monotone 
with hair and skin the same shade 

In, any case, a great deal of sun is 
not good for your hair, It tends to 
destroy the cystine content and the 
results are brittleness and splitting 
ends. Since the amount of sun your 
hair can stand depends on how 
much oil there is in it, you should 


make a rule of brushing your hair} 


every day, In addition, you might 
use one of the hair oils 

Brushing is the best conditioner 
for your hair. Just as a matter of 
course, you should brush it 100 
strokes a day. And when your hair 
is dry, you should boost the number 
to 300 strokes or more. That may 
sound like a lot of brushing, but 
some of the women noted for their 
beauty make a habit of brushing 
their hair for 30 or 40 minutes daily 

Use the brush in an up-and-out 
stroke and at the end of the stroke 
turn the brush slightly to give the 


circulation in your scalp Never 
Use a Wire brush—it breaks the hair 
and irritates the scalp 

Before you wash your hair, give 
it a thorough brushing and then 
afterwards massage the clean scalp 
with a cream or tonic containing 
Some oil. The Soap should not be 
too strong nor the water too hot as 
strong alkali solutions and heat 
cause your hair to break. 

If your are losing your hair, the 
trouble may be lack of brushing 
your diet, or your health. Nobody 
can promise that a certain food will 
give you beautiful hair but we do 
know that protein is the element 
|needed for building material 
throughout the body. It is the chief 
component of muscles, tissues and 
organs on the inside, and of skin, 
hair and nails on the outside, 

The complete protein foods are 
milk, eggs, cheese and meat and 
are an essential part of your bal- 
anced diet. There is no doubt that 
they contribute to hair beauty, But 
you must also have the fruits, vege- 
tables and whole grains that are 
needed to balance your menus 

Unless you follow a well-balanced 
dict, your hair may show the ill- 
effects long before your health is 
affected, Worry and strain also are 
factors in the condition of health 
and hair. 

Next to regular brushing the best 
| resolution most of us could make 
woudd be to have our hair waved 
the day before it looks stringy in- 
stead of waiting a couple of days 
later. After waving, a thorough 
brushing should be given. And the 
more you brush your permanent, 
the better it looks.

While The Season Lasts 
Prepare Fruit Butters 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

Fruit is plentiful. So it's time to 
make fruit butters to store away 
for non-fruit seasons. The following 
tested information comes from the 
Farmers’ Bulletin, No. 1,800, of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

For fruit butters, the pulped 
fruit is cooked with sugar until the 
mixture has a homogeneous thick 
consistency that ig soft enough to 
spread easily when cold. 

The fruits most commonly used 
for butters are tart apples, apricots, 
grapes, peaches, pears, plums and 
quinces. Apple butter made with 
cider has an especially good flavor 
Other combinations are apples and 
grape juice, apples and plums, and 
apples and quinces, to give desir- 
able blending of flavor and color. 

Use only sound, ripe fruit or firm 
portions of windfalls or culls. Wash 
the fruit thoroughly and prepare 
as follows: 

Apples. Pare and slice. Use equal 
measure of fruit and cider, or 50-50 
mixture of cider and water. 

Apricots and Peaches; Scald; re- 
move skins and pits, Crush fruit and 
cook in own juice. 

Grapes: Remoye from 
crush and cook in own juice 

Pears: Quarter; remove stems but 
not cores and skins. Add half as 
much water as fruit.

ter. Boil rapidly and stir constantly 
to prevent burning. 

As butter cooks down and be- 
comes thicker reduce heat to pre- 
vent spattering. When 
thick, test by pouring sma!! quantity 
on a cold plate, Cook until no rim of 
liquid separates around the edge of 
the butter on the plate, 

Stir in spices as desired, for ex- 
ample, 1 to 2 gallons of mixed 
ground spices to the gallon of but- 
ter. 

Use only fresh spices and just 
enough to give a delicate flavor 
without obscuring the natural fruit 
flavor. Or if a light-colored butter 
is desired, add whole spices tied 
loosely in a cheesecloth bag while 
the butter is cooking. 

Pour the butter while boiling hot 
into sterilized containers and seal.

that a limited experiment in low 
rental housing should be under- 
taken now, creating needed employ- 
ment and directing public atten- 
tion to the importance of housing 
problems generally, and providing a 
basis of experience on which the 
provinces and municipalities may 
follow sound and proven policies in 
the future; and whereas, high real 
estate taxes have been a factor re- 
tarding the construction of .new 
houses and it is therefore desirable 
to encourage prospective home own- 
ers to construct houses for their own 
occupation by paying a proportion 
of the municipal taxes on such 
houses for a limited period, There- 
fore, etc.” 


INDICATES IMPORTANCE 

This preamble clearly indicates 
the importance in the minds of men 
who are taking a dominion-wide 
view of the social situation, of the 
question of low cost housing. The 
need to revise the system of hous- 
ing is keenly felt in every city, 

The act provides that loans may 
be made to prospective home build- 
ers, in sOme cases amounting to 90 
per cent of the cost of the home. The 
tota] cost of a house on which loans 
may be made is limited to 64,000. 
The loans must be made through 
“authorized lending corporations” 
who advance 75 per cent of the 
loan, the dominion government ad- 


debt is extinguished after paying 4 
per cent for about 36 and a half 
years. The houses must be built for 
the persons who will own and oc- 
cupy them, if sold or rented to oth- 
ers they will not be eligible for the 
advantages provided by the act.

Tobacco Hearing 
Expected To End 
This Afternoon 


Chief Crown Counsel J. C. Mc- 
Ruer, K.C., Friday afternoon com- 
pleted his address to the six-man 
supreme court jury hearing charges 
of an alleged “tobacco combine” 
against 36 manufacturers, whole- 
salers and jobbers, Mr. Justice §.
